H1S Book is ſtiled the Revelation of Joh» the Di- 
vine, which hints to us both the Author and the N2- 
ture of the Book. 

1. The Anthor, viz. The Apoftle and Evange- 
liſt St, Fob», that beloved diſciple of our Lord, who leaned on 
his boſome when he eat his laſt Supper, as we read, John 13; 23, 
and he is ſtiled here 5 3«@a5yos, the Divine, «z7" iZoxiv, by way 
of ſpecial emphaſis ; becauſe like an Eagle (the uſual emblem 
that is given him) which ſoars higher than other Birds, and 
looks upon the rayes of the Sun with undazled eyes, (as the na- 
turaliſt obſerves) he ſoared aloft, and wric more ſublimely of 
the Son of Righteouſneſs, of the Divinity of Chriſt in this and 
in his other Books, than any other of the Evangeliſts did. 2arrns 
tells us, that he finds no leſs than 48 Argumeats for the divinity 
of Chriſt in this very Book ; & therefore well might he be ſited 
the Divine, ſince he writ ſo divinely of his'Lord and Malter. 

2. The Nature of the Book is ſhewed alſo by the Title, and 
ſo it is termed a Revelation ; ſo called, becauſe it reveals and 
makes known, as many hidden myſteries, ſo many future events, 
which ſhould happen to, and befall the Churches of Chriſt in after 
Apes. The Revelation of Jeſus Chriſt, which God gave wo John, 
yay unto bis ſervants things that muſt ſhortly come to paſs, as you 
have it in Chap. 1. Yer, r- *Tis true indeed) this Revelation is 
not without a mixture of much intricacy and obſcurity : Tut 
habet Sacramenta,” quot verba (faith St. Ferom); It hath almoſt as 


many Myſteries as words, The greatelt part of it is Prophetical, a 
pro-.

ropheſy of fature events of what ſhould happen in after Apes 
Lil the = of the world : And all propheſics ar difficulc —- 
hard to be underſtood *till they are fulfilled ; till the time comes; 
when the things foretold or propheſied of, take effect. Hence the 
wiſeſt and molt learned of Divines'have been very much puzled 
and gravel'd in their Explanations and Expoſitions of it : and 
after all their profoundeſt ſtudies, and moſt ſerious Enquiries, 
have confeſſed ; That there are many knots here, which they 
could never unty 3 many depths which they could never yet | 
dive.into; many myſteries which they could never unfold : Bur : 
as.the greateſt Rivers, ſo the moſt myſterious Books of Scrip- | 
ture run rot in the ſame'continued depth ; though in ſome places | 
they can ſcarce be ſounded, yet in other places they ſhew their | 
bottoms. ' | 

And thus, even thus it is with this myſterious book. of the 
Revelations, In tome places (as "tis uſually obſerved of it) an 
Ejephant may ſwim, in others a Lamb may wade : ſome things 
are laid down ſo myſtically in ſuch dark -propheſies and abſtruſe 
Viſions, as that the judgment of the Wiſeſt may be much tried { 
and exerciſed therein ; yea, often over-power'd and nonpluſs'd : 
: And ſome things are laid down fo plainly and familiarly, as that 


the infirmities of the weakeſt may be much ſuccoured and aſſiſted, 
The one is done (as one obſerves) to prevent contempt, the 0- 
ther to anticipate diſcouragement, Of the latter fort is my. 
Text ; in which we have Two things conſiderable. 

1, A poſitive ard plain aſſertion-touching the happy eſtate of 
ſuch as die in the Lord 3 Bleffed are the dead that dic in th: Lord, 
henceforth.

eternal death, which conſiſteth in the ſeparation of the ſoul, and 
indeed of the whole man from Gods glorious preſence for ever in 


"the other world. The firſt of theſe is here 'underſtood, the Dead; 
' that is ſuch as are corporally 'dead, 'whoſe ſouls are ſeparated 


from their bodies for a time-; not that all ſuch are bleſſed in the 


' other world more-by far of ſuch (it's to be feared ) are rather 
* Miſerable there, than bleſſed : for /iraight is the gate and narrow 55 


the way, that leads to everlaſting life, and few there be that find it, as 


- our Saviour tells us ; few alas ! in compariſon of thoſe that miſs 
' of it : but that ſuch of thoſe dead are happy or bleſſed,#þat die 5: 


the Lord: which is the ſecond thing to be opened, viz. what it is 
todie in the Lord ? And there is ſome variety amongſt Expoſitors 
about the interpretation of this phraſe : Some there are that tell 
us, that 2 is put here for 4; that to die in the Lord: in this 
place, is to die propter Dominum, or Domini cauſa, for the Lord, 


-or in the Lords cauſe in defence of his Truth againſt Antichriſt, 


as the Holy Martyrs did ; and they quote ſeveral parallel places 
of Scriptures (where the phraſe & xugſ@, in the Lord, is to be ſo 
taken) to confirm what they ſay, as Rom. 16. a2. and Epbeſ, 4. r. 
and do moreover alledge the context, and the occaſion of thefe 
words for this ſence of them. Others there are, that take theſe 
words ia their proper ſence , as not confined to the martyrs only, 
to ſuch as die for the cauſe of Chriſt, and do ſeal his Truth 
with their Blood ; but as belonging to all that die in- the faith 
and fear of the Lord : and ſo to die in the Lord with them, is to_ 
die in his faith and fear ; in his love and favour as all good men 
do - and they do quote alſo ſeveral places of Scripture to confirm 
this ſence of theirs ; where this phraze is ſo uſed ; as Rom. 16. 7. 
Salute Andronicus and Junia which were in the Lord before me

(aith the Apoſtle ) ſhall deſcend fun Heaven with a'ſhout wit h"the 
voice of the Arch. Angel, and with the Trumpet of God, and the dead 
ia Chriſt ſhall riſe firſt ; the dead in Chriſt, i. e. thoſe that dic in 
the faith of Chriſt; as all true believers do ; intereſted in him,

: The words in my Text, may be taken, 1 humbly conceive, in

1,” Then we have this aſsertion here confirmed by a voice 
froty Heaven ; 1 heard a worce from Heawyen ſaying unto me, mate, 
Bleſſed are the dread that die in the Lord, henceforth. We read 
in the Scriptures, of ſeveral Voices that have been heard 
from Heaven to confirm us in the Principles of our Religion, 
and in the Articles of our Creed. 

The woice heard from Heaven by St, Fohn in my Text, was to 
Confirm him and us, in the laſt Article of our Creed, touching 
the Happineſs of the dead, and the' glorious eſtate of the 
triumphant Church in the life to come: and what greater 
confirmation can we deſire to eſtabliſh us in any truth, than 
a voice from Heaven ? ſince a voice from Heaven tells us, that 
the dead that die in the Lord are bleſſed; we have no reaſon 
in the world to doubt of it, For who can know, who are*in 
Heaven, and what is the eſtate and condition of thoſe that are 
there, better than thoſe that are in Heaven, or have come from 
thence, as this voice did ? we have no hetter way to know what 
is done in China, or.in the Eaſt-indies ; or how happy the In- 
habitants of thoſe Countreys are; Than by talking with' one 
that hath been in thoſe parts, or is come from thence : we have 
no better way to know what 1s done in Heaven, and how happy 
they are that are got thither ; than by talking with, and hearing 
of thoſe that live there, or have come fromthence: and therfore 
I ſay,ſince the bleſſedneſs of thoſe that die in the Lord hath becn 
confirmed ro us by a voice from Heaven, we have all the reaſon 
in the world to believe it. But then, | 

2, We have this- truth confirmed to us, as by a voice from 
heaven ; ſo alſo by the teſtimony of the holy ſpirit upon earth: / 
heard a voce from heavin ſaying unto me, bleſſed are the dead that dye 
in the Lord banceforth; vai xiyn 78 m1 ue; yea, ſaith the'Spirit, viz.

fellow-creature of thine, a bare meſſenger ſent from Heaven to 
tell theezthis; . that fay ſo: but the civine Spiric, the Holy Ghoſt 
himſelf, who is equal, with God the Father, faith fo ; ard ihat 
not. only in mulritades of places in the Scriptures, but in the 
hearts and conſciences of all gcod men, of all true believers : 
This Holy Spirit faith yea 3 to what I have ſaid, gives his vez, his 
Amen, or vrily to it, and hath commanded me to, tell thge as 
much ; and therctore thou haſt reaion to believe it : For what 
he ſaith and declares, is, as he ſaith it is, and as he declares it 
tobe; and whatever he promiſeth or threatneth ſi.all accor- 
dingly in:time be performed and made good. He is, ( as we are 
told ) a Spirit of ruth, a faithful Witneſs, one that cauwor lye, 
as the Apoſtly expreſly tells us, 7, 3,2. his word thall be made 
£00d to 2 tittle. , Heaven and earth ſhall paſs away but nt oc lota, 
ot the leaſt title of what. be hath ſaid ſball go unfulfilled; as our 
Saviour aſlureth us, far, 5. 18. He is, rot a man, that he ſb 1:ld 
lye, reither the Son of man, that be, ſhould repent : bath be ſaid ity 
and ſhall je nop be made good? ſaid Balzaam, Numb, 23. 19. the ſons 
of men indeed are oftep-lyars ; ze» of low dezree ( faith the Pſal- 
miſt) are variity, and men of high, degree are a lye, Pſa, 62.9, they 
will ſay and, unſay, many times with the ſame breath : we have 
10 ſure hold of their word,, nq ſure'ground to build upon 
their aſſertions; but. it is not ſo with the Spirit of God: we 
may ſafely. build upon his word : *ts :mpeſſible that be ſhould 
lye or: degeive. ary, as the Apoſtle tells us, #cb, 6, 18. Truth is

/f.1, 57. 1. Look what a bed of reſt or ſep is to the weary 
labourer ; ſuch is Deathto good men; their dying day is their 
reſting day,they ſhall then rett from their labours. Not neither ; 
( for | would not be: miltaking here ) that the ſouls of good men 
afrer death, are without all motion or operation, till the Reſur- 
rection of their bodies : not that they turn fleepers till then ( as 
ſome have imagined ) not that they doſe away all their time, or 
indecd any of it, from the laſt breath -or gaſp that the body 
takes, to the blowing of the laſt trumper, as ſome do fondly 
dream- For the ſoul is of ſuch a nature, as that it can no more 
be and not 2, than the wind can be and not blow, tharthe fire 
can be and not burn, than the ſun can be and not ſhine: its 
very nature and eſſence conſiſteth in alwaves.thinking,in conſtaat 
cogitation, as ſome both of the old and new Phitoſophers tell 
us. [hey reſt not day and *nizht, ſaying, holy, holy, boly; Lord Got 
Almighty, which was, which is, and which is to come, faith St. 
Jon of the four and twenty elders, and ſo of the ſouls of juſt 
men made perfeC(t; Kevel. 4. 8. 1 he reſting of the ſonl then 
is not a ceaſing, or a reſt from all kind of motion'ar operatton ;

that' is, a reſt from all thoſe roilfome labours and troubleſome

then be quite dryed up, ſhall run no longer. Here the heart of a 
Chriſtian is like Kebekahs womb ; it hath, as it were, twins ſtrug- 
ling init ; the old man and the new, fleſh and ſpirit ; the law in 
the members warring againſt the law of the mind : The fleſh luſt 
ing againſt the Spirit, and the Spirit againſt the fleſh ;, and theſe 
are contrary one to the other, as the Apoſtle tells us, Gal. 5. 17; 
and by means of this contrariety, there is a great conflict many 
times, much ſtrugling and ſtriving ; much labour and trouble in 
the heart of a Chriſtian: So that the god which he would do, be 
doth not ; and the evil which he would not do, that many times doth 
be, as the Apoſtle phrazeth it in his own perſon, Rom. 7. 22, his 
very life, by means of this,is like a Book fraught full of Errata's; 
who knows the Errours of this Life (ſaith David) there us not a juſt 
Man upon earth, that doth good at all times, and ſinneth not (faith 
Solomon) Eccleſ. 7.20, If any man ſaith he hath no ſin, be decesveth 
himpelf, and the truth « not in bim, ſaith St. John, 1 Jo. 1-8. Ard 
in many things we offend all, ſaith St. James, Jam. 2. 3. Our 
wery righteouſneſs is but as filthy rags, as the Prophet tells us, 1/a. 
6G- 4. Gur beſt graces (ſaith one) are not without their defects. 
Lord I believe, belp mine unbelief, cryes he inthe Goſpel, Mark 
9. 24, Our beſt duties not without their defaults ; When 1 would 
do good, evil us preſent with me, ſaith the Apoſtle, Kom, 9, 21, The 
pureſt fire we know hath ſome ſmoak, the richeſt wines ſome 
dregs. Sin) in ſhort, will have a being and dwelling in the beſt of 
Gods people herez but when once the Souls of good men are 
diſlodged, and have taken their flight from their Bodies, this 
incroaching inmate (as one terms ſin) ſhall be turned out of doors, 
ſhall never have ſo much as any being or exiſtence any longer in 
them; ſhall never more give them any further labour or trouble: 
The death of a Believers body ſha!) perfe&ly deliver him from 
this body of Death, as the Apoſtle calls fin, Rom, 7, 23. Chriſt will 
preſent unto himſelf in the other world, 4 glorious Church, not 
baving ſpot or wrinkle, or any ſuch thing ; but that it ſhall be holy 
and without blemiſh, as the Apoſtle aſſureth us, Epheſs. 5. 27. 
And hence the ſouls of juſt men, when once got thither, are ſaid 
to be perfe, Heb. 12.23- and death is calPd by one, Peccato- 
rum ſepultura, the burial or grave of ſin; and that is one thing 
that. ſpeaks ont the iappinets of thoſe that dye in the Lord; 
they ſhall then be at reſt from the labour of ſinning ; which 
' is of all labours and troubles the worſt and greateſt, the moſt 
affliive to a good man z whence the Grecian in their Language, 
| term. 
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term a wicked man, 7d» Torsgdr ami 74 Toys, from a word which 
ſignifieth with them labour and pains: To denote, as the l1a- 
bour and pains that wicked men are at many times to accom- 
pliſh their wicked deſigns; for they reſt not except they have 
done miſchief, and their ſleep 15 taken from them unleſs they cauſe 
ſome to fall, as Solomon tells us, Prov. 4. 16. ſo poſſibly to de- 
note that labour and trouble which fin and the remainders of ir, 
give to good men in this life. Well, from this labour, from this 
trouble they ſhall. be perfedtly freed and delivered in the other 
life; they ſhall be at reſt then from the labour and ſorrow oft 
ſingiog any more: Yea, I may add here as a ſupplement to this 
Head, the dead that dye in the Lord, are not only at reſt from 
ſinning, but from all ſuggeſtions and temptations to it; there 
will be an end put then to all Satans temptations, as well as 
to our ſinning : He is very bulie here in ſuggeſting of bad things 
to the minds of good men; he is dayly dogging them and di- 
ſturbingthem in every thing they go about; he buffetted St. Pau/, 
we read, he deſired to winnow St. Peter, he ſtirr'd up David 
to number the People, and whiles Joſhua was miniſtring unto 
the Lord, he was at his right band to reſiſt him, as weare told, 
Zach, 13.1. and it's no {mall unhappineſs to us, that we are 
thus continually followed and haunted with ſuch an ill Ghoſt ; 
yea, but now Death will deliver fuch as dye in the Lord, from 
this trouble alſo: It will ſet them #£ &:aGy, out of the reach 
of his batteries and gun- ſhot ;, though his darts be all fiery darts, 
and ſo is likely he is able to fling them high, ( as one ſaith} 
yet not high enough to reach the Saints in glory. The Sainrs 
on earth indeed are in a Militant Condition, part of Gods Mi- 
litant Church, dayly fighting with him, and he with them ; but 
the Saints in Heaven are in a Triumphant Condition, Members 
of the Triumphant Church, wholly above him, and more than 
Congquerours over bim, and over all their «ther enemies thro? Chriſt 
that loved them, as the Apoſtle aſſures us, Rom. 8. 37. His 
walk is indeed to go to and fro on the earth, as he told God 
himſelf, Fob. 1. 7. but he can't enter the Confines of Heaven. 
When he fell from his integrity, he was turned out of that place 
of felicity, and ſhall never be reſtored to it again; This great 
Accuſer of the Brethren is caſt down, neither ſball his place be 
found any more in Heaven, as we are aſſur'd, Kev, 12.8. this 
ſviritual Pharoth C as one terms him ) may purſue good men 
to the hour of their death, and it may be, may then moſt fierce» 
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ly too aſſault them, may muſter vp all his forces in Battl*-array 
againſt them z but at death ig, may be confidently ſaid unto them 
in reſpect cf Satan, what Moſes ſaid once to the Children of 
Jiral T3 reſpet of the 4 ayptrans, Exod, 14.13, ( with which 
I ſ.all conclude this particular ) Fear ye not, o:.ly ſtand ftill and 
fee 3he ſalvation of the Ltrd, which le will work for you to day; 
for t9e Egyptians wyich ye have ſeen to day, ye (hall fee them 
no mor? forever. | | 

2. Such as dye in the Lord ſhall be at reſt, as from the 1a-« 
bour of ſinning, and of all remptations to it, ſo alſo from their 
labours in reſpect of ſuffering ; their death will put an end to 
all thoſe ſorrows and ſufferings, to which, by reaſon of ſin they 
are here expoſed. God will then wipe all rears from his per ples 
eyes, ard t.cre ſhall be no more ſorrow, nor crying, neither ſhall 
there be any more pain, fr the former things are paſſed away, Re- 
vel. 21. 4. and this indeed followeth upon the former ; for, 
ſublat.i causa tollitur eff} tus,. remove the cauſe and the off ts will 
ceaſe; dry up the fountain and the ſtreams will not run: Sin, 
the cauſe of ſorrow and ſuffering being removed, as you have 
heard, Hen it will be ; ſorrow and ſuffering the effetts of ſin, 
muſt needs then ceaſe Now if need be, ( ſaith the Apoltle ) 
ye are in heavineſs, 1Pet. 1.6, now men have ſtrong corrup- 
tions, and therefore need ſtrong correftions: Now there is 
Chaff mingled with our Whezar, and therefore there is need 
of Gods Fan to ſeparate it; Droſs with our Gold, and there- 
fore necd of his Fire to refhne it : Now his Rod and Chiltiſe- 
ments are very necellary to reach us out of Gods Law, as the 
Pſalmiſt rells us, Pſ/. 89. 32. but at Death, rhe Scholar in 
Chriſts School will have perfe&tly learn'd his Leſſon; and :here- 
fore there will be no further need of corre tion. Thus Dc:th 
will fet good men at reſt from rhe labonr of ſuffering » as 
well as of finningz yea, and thar both with refercnce to rheir 
bodies, and with reference to their ſouls, that 1 may eniarge a 
little here. 

1, Death will ſet good Ven at reſt from al} Suſſerings-with re- 
ſpect to their Bodies: Many and Great are the wuftrings which 
£ood Men meet with here, by reaſon of their crazy & infirm Bo- 
dies, by reaſon of the grear vatiety of DNifeates that areancdent 
in this Life-to them ; (ro mention now none of thoſe other ſuffe- 
rings which ſome have been forced to undergo, by reafon of the 
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Racksand Wheels of Perſecutors) Ja had, we know, his Botches, 
Hezrhiab his Boyl , David his Sores, the poor Widow of the 
Goipel her Iſſue of Blood. One Man waſteth away with a Con- 
ſumprior; till al! his Moiſture is Exhanſted, another is Burnt up 
with a Feaver, a third isas it were Drowned with a Dropſy: In 
one, the keeepers of the Houſe (that I may Allude to that Elegant 
Allegory of Solomon, Ecli/- 12.) Tremtle; in ancther the fouid 
of tbe Griacrs 15 brought low ; in a third, theſe that lock out at the 
Windows are darkzed ,, in a fourth, the *D. wthters of Muſick are 
braight dgwi. Phyſiciars ic!] ns of hundreds of diſeaſes at leaſt, 
thatare thus Incident to Vans Budy ; and by reaſon of theſe , he 
ſpends his Days many times in Pain, and his Nights in Sorrow. 
But here 1s the comfort of -£00d Men, death wilt be a remedy a- 
gainſt them ali: Ir will deliver them, or ſet them art relt from 
them all; there ſhall be ſaith St. 70, Speaking of the New Jeru- 
ſalem, ro more Death, nor any more Pain, Revel. 21, 4. As the 
Blind Martyr told the Lame, when they met at the Stake; y--. 
ray throw away your Crutches now, if you pleaſe, Death will c:re 
us both, you of. your Lamencſs, and me of my Blinareſs, The great 
Phyſician of Souls, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, will by Death, cure 
all the Diſeates, and remove all pains from good Mens Bodies ; 
And conſequentially, they ſhall then be at reſt from all ſufterings 
with reſpeCt to the Body. 

2, They ſhall be at reſt too then from all ſufferings, with re- 
ſpect to the Soul. Many and Sore are the ſorrows and troubles 
of a Chriſtian in this. Life, in this reſpe& alſo: Sometimes the 
Afflitions of the good fet him on weeping ; By the Rivers of Baby- 
Jon we ſate down and Wet ; when we remembred Zion, P/- 137. 1. 
viz. The Afflictionsand Delolations of Z:unand of Gods People, 
that had once lived there : Sometimes the Tranſgreſſions of the 
wicked fetch tears from his Eyes. KRevers of Waters run down 
my Cheeks (Saith David) becauſe wicked Men heep not thy Laws. 
P/. 119. 136. Sometimes the Senſe of his own corruptions 
ſtabs him, as ir were, at the very Heart. When they heard 
this ; they were pricked in therr Heart : And ſaid unto Peter, andt» 
the reiF of the Apoſtles, Men ard Bretheren, what ſhall we do? 
Aits 2. 37. And, O Wretcked Man that I am, cries St. Paul, who 
ſhall deliver me from the Body of this Death ? Rom, 7. 24. Some- 
times God hides his Face and he is troubled ; thou hideFF thy face 
and'l am troubled, P/. 30. 7, And Tears bave been my Meat

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Day ani Nis ht ; whiles they continually ſay unto me, where is thy God? 
ſaith he, [Jp 42, 3. Thus the Chriſtians whole Life, here many 
times is 2s it were a field of Sorrows; but now Death will ſer 
him at reſt from them all : It will be the Funeral of all his ſor- 
rows, and the reſurreftion of all his joys. The Day of Death is 
the good Man's Marriage-day, and at that Marriage day of his, 
Chriſt will turn again, (as one Expreſleth it) all his Water into 
Wine, all his Sighing into Singing, all his Mourning into Mirth. 
Then indeed ſhall the ranſomed of the Lord return and ccme to the 
Heavenly Zion, with Songs and Everlaſting Foy upon their Heads : 
They (ball obtain Joy, and G ladneſs, and all Sorrow and Sighing-ſhall 
fice away, that I may Allnde to, and Conclude this particular in 
the Prophets words, /ſa. 35. 6. Butthat is the firſt reaſon that 
is given in my Text, why the dead that dye in the Lord are 
Bleſſed ? Becauſe they dye, that they may reſt from their 
Labours. And that both in reſpect of all further ſinning, and all 
further ſuffering : I come now to the ſecond, that is kere given us 
why they are Bleſſed : and that is, 

2, Becauſe their works ſhall follow them ; their works, 1. ec, 
the good fruits and good effects of their works , or rather the re- 
ward of them : the great reward, that God will then give them, 
though not for,, yet according to their good works, and this is 
and will be indeed very great ; ſo great as that no mortal] can de- 
clare the greatneſs of it : for Eye hath n«t ſeen nor ear heard, neither 
aid it ever yet enter mto the heart of man to conceive ,- what great 
thinss God hath prepared for them that love him, As the Apoſtle tells 
us, 1 Cor. 2,9, The Eye of man hath ſeen wonderful things in 
"nature, and the Ear pollibly hath heard of more, and as for the 
heart or mind of man, what almoſt cant that conceive ? And yet 
it can no way conceive the greatneſs ofthe glary which God hath 
prepared and laid up in the other world , for thoſe that love and 
fear him in this; and yet that hath been and will be [till done by 
all that have love,& ſhalldie in the Lord, & therefore al} thatdie in 
him are and ſhall be bleſſed. ? Tis true indeed, this bleſſedneſs 
(that I may prevent all miſtakes )wil} not, 1. Be given out to all a= 
like; as there are different degrees of grace upon Earth ; fo there 
wili be different degrees of glory in Heaven. There is 0:e.glory of 
the Sun , azother cory of the Myon , another glory of the Stars, for 
one Star differs from anot! er im gliry, 1, e. (ſhines more gloriouſly 


than anothery /o al/v ſrall it be ( ſaith he )) 87. the reſwrrition of the 
dead. 
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dead, 1 Cor. 15. 41, 42. Andtheythat be wiſe ſaith Daniel, (ſpea- 
king of the ſame thing ) ſhall jlyne as the ft mament, and they tht 
turn many unto rightgeuſneſs as the Stars for ever andev'r, Dm, 12, 
3. Now there are we know different degrees hetwixt the light of 
the firmament and the light of the Stars, ard fo there will be be- 
twixt the glory of one Saint and the glory of another inthe fu- 
ture life ? ?Tis true indeed, all good Men when once got to Hea»+ 


'ven, ſhall have glory enough. He thar hath the leaſt glory there, 


ſhall have enough to make him unſpeakably and unconceivably 
happy ; every Velle! of glory ſhall bz full, buc ſome thall have 


more of it, than others ; as being more capacirated to receive ir. 


God will then and there rew.crd every mu according tahis works , as 
the Scriptures do abundantly, aſſure us. Now look as there arc 
diverſities of gifts and graces amongſt Gods people here upon 
Earth , ſothere are of works; ſome do and ſuffer more for God , 
others leſs, and therefore ſome ſhall have more glory, others leſs ; 
becauſe every mans glory ſhall be proportionated according to his 
works; ſince mens labours are different in this world, their reward 
and glory will be different alſo in the world to come. This hap- 
pineſs therefore {1 ſay) will not be given out for degrees alike 
to all, : 

2. Nor ſecondly,will it be conſummmted or compleated to any 
till the laſt day; til) the general day of Judgment, when their bodies 
ſhall riſe again & be reunited to their Souls, though good men ſuch 
as die in the Lord are immediately admitted to happineſs after 
their death: yet not to all that happineſs, that-God intends,& hath 
deſigned for them in the other world ; this is indeed reſerved for 
thar great and general day of ſudgment fo often menti >ned in the 


. Holy Scriptures, when Chriſt to whom the Judgment of the world 


is committed ſhall come in the glory of his Father with his Holy 
Angels to render to every man fully according to his works,asyou 
have it, Mar.15 27.But inthe interim,and as ſoon as they die,they 
ſhall reſt from their labours and their works ſhall follow them; & 
therefore they are and muſt needs be thenceforth Hleſſed. Yea, 
thar | may deſcend to,and inſtance in a few particulars here, ſuch 
as die in the Lord mult needs be. truly , though not compleatly, 
bleſſed and happy immediately after death; for they ſhall then be 
bleſſed with perfeftion in veſpet of rheir S: uls;, with the comforta' le 
ſocity of the bleſſed Angels and Souls of jeſt men made per/eft ; and

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wliich is more ſtill than all theſe ; with aclearer, more-immediate 
and ever more to be interrupted enjoyment of God and Chriſs, 

1. Such as die in the Lord -will be, immediately after death 
Dleiled with perfection im reſpect of their own Souls ; their Souls 
{hall be then no longer clog*d down with their bodies: But ſhall be 
elevated and exalted to their juſt «wi, to the higheſt pitch of 
perfection , that they are in their ſeparated Eſtate capable of, 
and that in all the powers and faculties of them ; as to inſtance, 
and but to inſtance in them, 

.1. Their underſtandings ſhall be then extraordinarily enlarged 
and enlightned ro ſee intothoſe myſteries of nature and divinity, 
which are now hid from them. Now I ee ſa:th the Apoſtle through 
a glaſs darkly, but then face toface; now I know but in part, but then [ 
ſhall know even as alſo 1 am known, 1 Cor. 1 3.12- The good mans 
underitanding ſhall then be nevermore deceived or miſtaken ; 
(ball never more be troubled with miſconceivings or miſappre- 
henſions, all thoſe miſts of ignorance and errour, which do now fo 
much cloud his mind, ſhall then be ſcattered and blown over : all 
thoſe groundleſs fears and ſcruples which by reaſon of the weak- 
neſs of our underſtandings, and the imperfection of our know- 
ledge, do now ſo rack and gravel tender hearts, ſhall then be laid 
aſide, & for ever abandoned; all thoſe laborious ſtudies, contro» 
verted problems and polemical diſputes, which do- now ſteal a- 
way ſo much of our time,& all to ſolitle purpoſe, ſhall then have 
their final deciſion and full determination ; and the meaneſt un- 
derſtanding of them that are dead in the Lord , ſhall then proba- 
bly be able to confute the now ignorant ſentiments of the lear- 
nedeſt Scholars. And as their underſtandings, ſo, 

2. Their wills ſhall be then Perfefted with a perfect 
and indefeCtive Holineſs ; with an exaCt conformity to the tivine 
will, and with a perfeCt freedom from all ſervitude to ſin; they 
ſhall then be no more troubled with doubtful choiſe, but with a 
perfect freedom, ſhall ſteadily embrace the chiefelt good, and 
ſkall find it too as ealie to do good, as to will and deſire it, as 
one expreſſethit. And as their wills, ſo 

3-. Their affeftions too ſhall be then all compoſed and placed 
aright, and that. too by an unalterable regularity ; in which too 
they ſhall receive the greateſt content and ſatisfaction. All thoſe 
furious waves, which do now many times rage in Mens hearts, by 
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reaſon of the turbulency of their paſſions and affeftions : and do 
make them too too often, like the Seas, to foam forth their own 
ſhame ; ſhAll then be reduced toan Everlaſting calm. Ye, all 
thoſe peeviſh paſſions and brutiſh affeftions, which do now (o of- 
ten'dethrone Fudgment & Conſcience in Mens hearts, and fer the 
whole world as it were on a fire ; ſhall then be for ever caſhiered 
and abandoned. And we” fhall love, fear, deſire, delight and 
rejoyce in nothing, but what is good. And as their affetions, fo, 

4: Their memories alſo ſhall not then be. idle or uſeleſs; but they 
ſhall perfetly remember the miſeries that they were in ; the 
-rock, and ſhelves, the dangers that they have eſcaped ; as like- 


wiſe the' mercies and good things which they met with here on 


Earth, and all to inhance and heighten tie worth of their Happi- 
neſs and preſent enjoyments in Heaven. Thus, 

1. Such as die in the Lord are immediately after Death 
bleſted : for they ſhall then be bleſſed with all that perfection, 
which the nature of the Soul will admit of in its ſeparate Eſtare. 

2. They are Bleſſed, for they ſhall then be blefled too with the 
happy Society of the bleſſed Angels, and of the Souls of juſt 
Men made perfect ; ye are come, ſaith the Apoſtle, Heb. 12. 22, 
23. ( ſpeaking indeed of the members of his militant Church in 
the dayes of the Goſpel upon Earth, and therefore its much 
truer of the members of his Triumphant Church in Heaven ) 
unto Mount Sion, and unto the City of the living God, the Hea- 
wenly Jeruſalem, ard #0 an innumerable @mpany of Angels ; to the 
general Aſſembly and Church of the firſt-borw» which are written iy 


Heaven; and to God the Jude of all, and to the Spirits of juſt Men 


made perfett ; and to Jeſus the Mediator of the new Covenant, 

1. Thenſuch as die in the Lord ſhall after their death be im- 
mediately bleſſed with the Society of the bleſſed Angels; ye are 
come to an innumerable company of Angels , and how ſweet and 
comfortable, how pleaſing and taking their SocietF is ; the 
Saints in Heaven can only tell as ; but doubtleſs, it is very love- 
ly and amiable: they being all creatures of ſuch a noble Ex- 
tract, and of ſuch ah Heavenly mike as they are. | 

2, They ſhall then be bleſſed, as with the Society of the 
Ble(kd'Angelsz ſo with the Society of the Spirits of juſt Men 
-made perfect,as'the' Apoſtle tes us in the place fore-quoted; '& 
this tends not a little to the making up of their Happineſs. ' The 
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of God are Excellent perſons even whiles they are here upon 
Earth. Ye righteous ſaith Solomon 55 more E xccllent than his 
Neighbour, Prov. 12. 26: Ard my delight faith David 15 in the 
Saii.ts, thoſe Excellent .ones upon Earth, Pi. 16. 3, Their company 
evenin this life is very taking and plcaſing ; notwithſtanding, 
that by reaſon of that Body of Death, which they carry about 
with them here, they are even loaded with many imperfections, 
which may and do breed ſometimes real grounds of diſtaſte to 
thoſe that converſe with them. But O how excellent are they 
in Heaven ! How pleaſant and taking will their company be 
chere when they ſhall be disburdened of all theſe ; when they 
ikall be made perfeCt, as then they wil! be ! And ſhall alljoyn 
cogether with one heart and with one voice,to Offer up Everlaſt - 
zro Halelujahs to God, ard ro the Lamb that bath reccemed them ; 
as we are told, they ſhall and will, Kevel. 29. 1, 2, 3, 4+ But 


then, 

3. And laſtly (which is ſtill more than all this): be Dead that die 
in the Lord are immediately after their death , though not com- 
pleatly, yet truly bleſſed, becauſe they then ſhall be bleſſed with 
the blisful fraition of God and Chriſt ; they ſhall come then as 
ro the Spirits of guſt Men made perfect, foto Ged the juage of all,and to 
Feſus the Mediator of the new Covenant , as the Apoſtle allureth 
us » in that place ſo often mentioned, Heb. 12. 22, 23, 24. Ac- 
cording alſo to that of dur Saviour, to the penitent Thief, Luke 
23. 43. 1his day ſbalt thou be with me in Paradiſe, And that of the 
Apoltle (to mention now no more #» the fifth Chapter of tie ſecond 
Eyiſtle ro the Cortimhians from the firſt to the tent!) ver, Yea, they 
{hall be bleſſed then, with a clearer, more immediate and never- 
more to be interrupted enjoyment of them. 

1. They ſhall then be bleſſed with a clearer and more imme- 
diate emjoyment of them ; 'here they ſee God at beſt 4} iobr1gu, & 
«iviyperty a5 the Apoſtle phrazeth it, 1 Cor, 13. 12+ Through a 
Glaſs;as it were in a riddle, (as the Original primarily imports, ) 
darkly as our Tranſlators have rendred'it ; but then we ſhall ſee 
him, ag60wwey @g05 metownroy face to face. Now they know him but 1n 
part, but then they ſhall know hsm even as they are known. T hey ſhall 
ſee him xabws t57, as he 55; as St. John 'phrazeth it, 2 Job. | 3, 2. 
Here the Saints enjoy God indeed, but *tis darkly and mediately , 
through the conduits and ciſterns of his Ordinances. T hey rt in 
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a ſtate of imperfetion, and ſo do need the aſſiſtance of his Ordi- 
nancesto help them to a fight of God. Bur when that which is 
perfe't is come, as it will be in good mealure (as you have 
heard ) to them that die in the Lord ; then that which is thus in 
part ſhall be done away, as the Apoltle tells us; 1 C»r. 13. 10. The 
Sun ſhall no more b: cur li1ht then by day, nor the M101 our light by 
might, but the L2rd God himſelf ſhall be our Everlaſt ins light and our 
elury, as the Prophet prazeth it, 7/4. 60. 19. And as they ſhall 
then be bleſſed with aclearer and more immediate enjoyment of 
God and Chriſt. So, 

2. With an uninterrupted Enjoyment of them, Wks'# we are 
preſent in the body (ith the Apoſtle) we are abſent from the 
Li. We are ſo be ſute many times; we enjoy him but by 
fits and ſtarts, we meet with many lnterruptions in ous Enjoy- 
"ments of him. Now we have him, and anon we loſe him; 
ſometimes we meet, with him at an Ordinance, and at another 
time we are forced to go away without him z ſuavis hora bre- 
vis m9r4, (as one of the Fathers ſaith,) a ſweee Howr inzeed it is, 
but *tis uſually, but a ſhrt one; but then we ſhall enjoy him withour 
any Interruption or Ceſſation at all. We ſhall ever be w:th the Lord, 
(as the Apoltle tells us) 1 Theſ. 4. 17. His tabernacle ſhall the: 
be inde:d placed amonsſt bis people, and he will remove st no more. 
According to his Promiſe, Rev. 21, 7. They ſhall be before the 
throne of God and ferve him day and mpght in his temp'e, and he 
that ſitteth on the throne ſha/l dwell amongſt them 3 they ſhall hun- 
ger no more, neither thirſt any more, neither ſhall the Sun light on 
th:m, nor any heat, for the Lamb which is in the midſt of the 
throne ſhall feed them, and ſhall lead them unto living fount ains of 
waters; as St. John aſſureth us, Kev. 7. 15, 16, 179. Now, S: 
mediata & momentanea Dei viſio tantum potuit apportare letitis 
cumulum, quantum. potuit immediata © eterna, ſaith one: If thoſe 
Beams of Comfort which are refleted upon good Men here, 
by getting now and then a glimpſe of God's Countenance in 
this vale of Tears, do ſo refreſh and reyive their Hearts, -as 
they do, What will their Joy be, when the Lord himſelf ſhall be 
their conſtant Sun and everlaſting Light ? If it be ſo good to draw 
nigh unto God upon Earth, as the Pſalmilt tells us, it is, P/al. 
73. &c. if they are ſo bleſſed, that watch at Wiſdom's Gates, and 
wait at the Poſts of her Doors ; as Solomon tells us they are 3 _

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good will it be then to draw near unto God in Heaven ? And how 
bleſſed are they that wait not at the Door, but dwell in that 
Houſe, and that for ever'? And;yet fo {hall all ſuch as die in the 
. Lord do, .and therefore they muſt needs be very bleſſed : But 
ſo much ſhall ſerve for the Explication and Confirmation of 
of what 1s aſſerted in my Text. 1. come now to apply it, or to 

inferr from ir." And fo, ; 

1. Arethe dead that die in the Lord thenceforth bleſſed ; then 
certainly there, is another Life beſides this ; and the Souls of Men 
do not die with their Bodies, whatcver the Atheiſt phanſieth to 
the contrary ; fer, Nun extis nulla ſunt predicata, nulle ſurt af- 
fettiones ;, nothing can be predicated or ſaid of that which is not : 
But the Souls of the dead that die in the Lord are ſaid to be 
thenceforth bleſſed,and therefore they mult have aBeing ſtiil,and 
there muſt be another Life beſides this, where they are ſo blelled. 

2. Then this-too lets us ſee the great Difference betwixt the 
Righteous and the Wicked, betwixt good Men and bad in this 
other Life ; for the one are not ſo happy, but the other then 
will be as miſerable. ?Tis true, indeed, in this Life many times 
( which is too by the way a good Argument of a future Eſtate. ) 
All thing s come alike to all men; there is one evert to the righteous 
and to the wicked; to the clean and to the unclean , to him that 
ſacrificeth, and to him that ſacrificeth nut, as Solomon tells us, 
Eccleſ, 9. 2. Yea, ſo are the Afairs of this Life ordered many 
times, though they all lie under the diſpoſe of a Divine Provi- 
dence ; as that it often happens better to the Wicked than to 
the Righteous here, at lealt in outward Reſpetts there is ſaith 
$ylomo, A juſt man that periſh.th in his righteouſneſs, and there 
is a wicked man that prolyngeth his days in his wickedneſs, Eccleſ. 
7.15, Juſt Avel is flain whillt unrighteous Cazr lives and builds 
Cities; -profane Eſau ſtays at home and takes his Pleaſure, 
whillt pious F-4c99 is farced to ſeek-his Fortune, and to endure 
much, bard{hip in a-Foreign. Land; N.-b4/, a Main of B:lial, 
Feaſts it; like a King, -whillt David a Man after God's own 
Heart, is in great wants aad ſtraits. D:ves, the rich Fool, riots 
it and fairs deliciouſly. every -Day, whillt poor . Lazar, the 
beloved of our Lord; would haye been glad of the Crumbs that 
fell from: bis Table... Yea,; our. Savipur. himſelf, :b4t Holy 2nd 
Juſt ope, who 4A, po fin hare, 945 tare any goile fond at. any 


time 
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time in bis mouth, is accuſed, condemned ard crucified, whilſt 
Barab#as, a notorious Murdexer , isſpared, releaſed and ſet at 
Liberty : In ſhort, ſo are the Afﬀairs of this Life ordered many 
times, as that the Unrighteous and Wicked ſcem heres often- 
fimes ſo happy (as one obſerves) as if they were rewarded 
for their Impiety 3 and the Righteous and Religious often ſo 
miſerable, as if they were puniſhed for their Innocency ; 'but it 
will be much otherwiſe in the Life to:come ; then, indeed, ſhu/l

Look (in ſhort, asto this uſe) whar 
Difference there is betwixt Bliſs and Miſery, betwixt Heaven 
and Hell, betwixt being Erternally Bleſſed in the one, and Eter- 
nally Miſerable in the other ; that Difference there will be be- 
twixt the Wicked ard the Righteous in the other Life. For 
the wicked ſhall»=go away into everlaſting puniſhment, and the righ- 
teons into life eternal, as our Saviour aſſureth- us, ar. 25. 46; 
Great therefore will be the Difference betwixt them. | 


3. Are the dead that die inthe Lord fo bleſſed, then who 
would not with Balaam die the Death of the Righteous ? ' Yea 
Who would not live their Life, that they might die their Death ? 
Who would not live to Chriſt now, that they-mighrt die in 
Chriſt hereafter ? Bear his Croſs in this World, that they 
might wear his Crown in the other ? Suffer him by his Spirit and 
Grace to reign in their Hearts and Lives here, that they might 
reign with himin Glory for ever hereafter ? Methinks, if there 
were nothing elſe in a Godly Life, but the great Happineſs 
which (you have heard) will attend thoſe thar live it after their 
Death ; though there is much, very much beſides.
